WORK OF KITCHENS AND 
CANTEENS. 


Amen; the many branches of the work 
carried on under the Joint War Committee of 
the British Red Cross Society and the Order of 
St. John overseas that of the Red Cross Com- 
mission at Salonika has in recent months grown 
steadily if importance and in quantity. So 
much has this been the case that for long 
periods the personnel of the Commission under 
Major H. L. Fitzpatrick have had to remain on 
duty for the full seven days a week to keep 
pace with necessary and urcént duties. 

So well and willingly has the work beén dene 
that countless tributes have been paid to our 
Red Cross workefs by the medical services of 
all the Allied armies on the Macedonian front. 
As one Colonel of the British’ Army Medica! 
Service put it not long ago, “in practically every 
medical unit in the Salonika area one hears 
such expressions as ‘we don't know what we 
should have done without the Red Cross’; ‘the 
Red Crom have been most awfully good to us. 

The moet outstanding feature of the Red 
Cross work at Salonika is its international! 
character, that and the close personal touch be- 
tween the Commissioner, Major Fit#patrick, and 
all the Various medical units, even the field

The canteens are equally in demand. One on 
the English quay, where most work of embark- 
ing the sick amd wounded is carried on, sup- 
plied refreshments to 9,837 men in a single 
month; another at the Oriental station sup 
plied light refreshments fo over 15,000 men in 
the same space of time, those benefiting being 
English, | Serbian, French, Russians, Italians. 
and even Bulgarian prisoners. The invalid diet 
rations have been produced at a cost to the Red 
Cross funds as low as 6d. each. 

Of the imternational side of the work, it may 
be said that our Cross has established a 
friendly relationship with the many countries 
represented at Salonika which is doing much to 
foster and strengthen the bonds between Britain 
and her Allies. A single day's work often 
brings to the Commissioner's office British, 
French, Serbs, Italians, and Greeks. Each has 
varied needs and desires, and the problems they 
raise Are met always easy to solve, reqniring 
diplom as well as linguistic skill, But all 
are enabled to leave the office with their re- 
quirements satisfied, so far as it is reasonable 
and kumenty possible to meet them. The rest

I represent, however unworthily, a profession 
which during the last two hundred years has been 
honourably associated with this College and Uni- 
versity. Since the outbreak of this present war 
all the ancient Universities of the United Kingdom 
have more than justified their high traditions -in 
every department of public service. Our own 
University hag done splendidly, and 1 claim con- 
fidentiy that no School has done better than the 
Medical School of Triaity Coilege. I claim your 
votes or behalí of that School and of its graduates, 
who are now Serving their country with distinc. 
tion and honour in every field of the war. In 
doing ao I need mot say that. if I am elected, 
my time and energy will be at the disposal of. 
every College and University interest. 

I am & strong Imperialist, and am pre 
pared, like every member of the University, to 
promote in every way the vigorous prosecution of 
the war.

Rumanian oil-fields. The language of 
this statement is guarded, but it can only 
mean that the oil-wells were rendered, 
before their capture by the enemy, un- 
usable by the Germans for a prolonged 
period. This is very welcome news. The 
German offensive against Rumania was 
influenced by three motives, which may 
be put in the categories respectively of 
moral, military, and economic. Its 
partial success has brought the enemy 
whatever moral profit it may be worth ; 
and the peace overtures suggest that it is 
not worth much. Judged purely in mili- 
tary terms, the offensive has failed, since 
it leaves the Rumanian Army an integral 
force “in béing.” There remained the 
economic test of success, and here, again, 
judgment appears to be given against the 
enemy. They have been deprived of the 
}use of the eil-fields which were to them 
the richest plunder that Rumania offered. 
It is equally clear that their hopes of large 
supplies of grain from the country have also 
been disappointed. Marshal von Macken- 
sen s forces are once more advancing ; but 
they have been held up long enough to 
afford ample time for the evacuation of 
stores from the great granary of Braila. 
As for the position of the Rumanian Army 
behind the lines of the Sereth, M. Bratiano’s 
statement is reassuring :'—” We are con- 
tinuing to receive all the materials and 
munitions which we require, and our pro- 
visions are amply sufficient.” 

The British reoccupation of El Arish, a 
town nearly a hundred miles east of the 
Suez Canal, has been effected at the outset 
of the most favourable campaigning season 
in Egypt and Syria. Kl Arish, on the 
great coast route across the Sinai Desert 
between Syria and Egypt, has been in 
Turkish hands for the past two years. 
When Turkey entered the war no attempt 
was made on our side to hold the Sinai 
Peninsula, which politically forms part 
of Egypt... Our defensive front was with- 
drawn to the Suez Canal, against which 
the Turks delivered an unsuccessful attack 
in February of last* year. Between that 
date and that of the next Turkish effort, 
made last August, our front was advanced 
to lines some thirty miles east of the 
Canal, and here the second Turkish attack 
in force was soundly defeated. The latest 
news of the success at El Arish and ite 
neighbourhood means that our troops have 
now pushed forward a distance of some 
seventy miles from the scene of the en- 
gagements of August. The War Office 
states that the Turks had constructed a 
very strong entrenched position covering 
El Arish, where they appeared to have 
every intention of offering a stubborn 
resistance. Their calculations were com- 
pletely upset by the rapidity of the British 
advance, which frestalled the arrival of 
their reinforcements, and compelled them 
to retire in haste to the east and sonth- 
east. Their retreat has been followed 
up with equal rapidity and success. It is 
announced to-day that they have been dis- 
lodged from a strong position some twenty 
miles south-south-east of El Arish, with a 
loss of eleven hundred prisoners, at least 
two guns, and a quantity of arms and 
material. These operations, which com- 
pletely clear the northern part of the 
Sinai Peninsula, and outflank the routes 
across the southern part, effectually pro- 
hibit any further Turkish attempt this 
season against the Oanal.. It remains to 
be seen whether the new move is part of a 
plan to invade Turkish territory. The 
advanced position now held by our troops 
is only sixty miles from Beersheba, to 
which point the Turks are believed to have 
extended the Syrian railway system, which 
is already receiving attention from our 
airmen. In any case, there is a useful 
coincidence between this pressure upon 
the Turks in the direction of Syria and 
the renewed advance in Mesopotamia. 

Now that something of the surprise and 
resentment excited in the Allied countries 
by President Wilson's Note has been 
abated by the uncompromising expression 
of those feelings, we have better oppor- 
tunity to give some consideration to the 
motives of his action. The impression 
seems to be gaining ground, especially in 
the United States, that his motives were 
not solely, or even chiefly, those of a dis- 
interested and misguided humanitarianism. 
The American Press notes especially the 
emphasis which the President, throughout 
the Note, laid upon the direct concern of 
the United States for an early conclusion 
of the war. That is the aspect of the 
matter in which the chief stress was placed 
in Mr. Lansing’s statement, with its sub- 
sequent emendation, on the considerations 
that had influenced Mr. Wilson's action. 
The Secretary of State's declaration that 
the United States are “drawing near to 
the verge of war” was sufficiently re- 
markable; and the retraction which 
Branded it as an indiscretion emphasises 
rather than diminishes its significance. 
It suggests that American relations with 
one set of belligerents threaten to be 
much more severely strained than we 
have hitherto had reason to suspect. If 
Mr. Wilson has serious fear to being drawn 
into the war, he would have the strongest 
motive for a proportionately serious en- 
deavour to assist in bringing the war to 
an end. Accordingly his Note is widely 
interpreted by the American Press, alike 
by his supporters and his opponents, as 
above all else an attempt to clear the 
way for the American people to know what 
they will be fighting for and against if 
future developments force them into the 
war. In this connection the American 
Press recalls the recent disclosure that 
Germany has for months being pressing 4 
peace move on the President, and has 
threatened him with a renewal of un- 
restricted submarine warfare in default of 
If this interpretation is correct, we 


It is of portance 
that a complete investigation should be 
made, and the Department of Agriculture, 
which has been thoroughly alert in this 
matter since the disastrous outbreak of 
1912, may be to be alive to its 
responsibility.

Should the disease 
be traced to an Irish farm we shall have 
to contemplate a prolonged enforcement 
of the restriction—until, in fact, the 
officials of the English Board of Agricul- 
tare decide that this country is free 
from the disease. The restriction 
means the temporary closing-down oí the 
store cattle trade. The only animals 
whi... may be. landed, under the terms 
of the Order, are those which are in- 
tended for slaughter at the landing-place 
within three days. In a few weeks 
from now, normally, we should be enter- 
ing on the chiefeseason for store cattle. 
There would still be hope, however, for 
farmers who can afford to wait for a few 
months. The greatest demand for Trish 
store cattle occurs when the English fields 
are ready for cattle to be put ón grass. 
Even if diséase is now traced in Ireland, 
the country may well be free from it 
again by that time, and we can count on 
the keen desire of the English farmers for 
Irish store cattle at that season to in- 
fluence the English Board against retain- 
ing the restrictions unduly. In the in- 
terest of the country and its enormously 
important cattle industry it will be the@Jain 
duty of Irish farmers to co-operate with 
the authorities in every possible way for 
the swift suppression of the disease if it 
exists here. At all times it is important 
that farmers should be frank ¢on- 
cerning any suspicious sickness in cattle 


in order that the industry may not be 


endangered by the discovery of disease by 
English officials. We cannot afford to 
have Irish cattle perpetually under sus- 
picion, A farmer who allows an animal 
to go to market in doubtful condition is 
risking great harm to himself and the 
prosperity of the country. 


Ships from Canada. 


Canada is preparing—has begun, in- 
deed, already—to take a part in the busi- 
ness, sure of activity for the next few 
years, at least, of helping to renew the 
world’s merchant shipping. In recent 
years substantial progress has been made 
in the direction of establishing the ship- 
building industry in Canada on a per- 
manent and profitable basis. This year 
the development has been especially note- 
worthy. Steel ships are now constructed 
at six ports. A remarkable feature of 
the industry, however, is the revival of the 
building of wooden vessels. In respect 
both of steel and wooden vessels the 
Pacific coast is the scene of rapid develop- 
ment in building resources. A number 
of large auxiliary schooners, which will be 
used chiefly in the timber trade between 
Western Canada and Australia and the 
Orient, are under construction in British 
Columbia yards. The principal material 
of thése vessels is to be found, fortunately, 
almost at the gates of the building yards, 
and the cost of construction will, there 
fore, be small in proportion to the big 
prices which can now be obtained for ships 
of any kind. Steel vessels also are being 
built at British Columbia ports, and the 
future of the industry on that coast is 
certain to be one of prosperity. The 
Pacific highway was gaining greater im- 
portance in the ordinary process, but the 
Panama Canal is bringing a still greater 
activity to the western coast of America. 
Canada's tern yards are building 
vessels not only for Canadian services in 
Atlantic and Lakes traffic, but also for 
European owners. Norwegian firms in 
particular have been ordering new ships 
wherever they can get promise of delivery, 
and Canada’s share of the orders has been 
of great help in the progress of her ship- 
building development. The Canadian 
Government, which, under the terms of a 
measure for the prohibition of sale of 
vessels to foreign firms, has power to 
license sale in special conditions, has 
allowed Canadian shipbuilding firms to 


accept these orders in the belief that the | 


Canadian shipbuilding industry may now 
acquire a firm foothold.

MUNITIONS AND NATIONAL 
SERVICE,

The Ministry of Munitions are advised that 
apprehension exists amongst employers as to the 
effect. of the instruction of December 18th upon 
the output of essential munitions of war, and 
that the semi-skilled and unskilled men who 
alone are affected by this direction are in some 
doubt as to their duty in the circumstances 
thereby created. The Ministry, therefore, desire 
to emphasise the general consideration which 
governed the issue of this instruction—the 
supply to the Army of men fit for general ser- 
vice and under the age of 31 years. Under 


1 the procedure arranged, no man debadged and 


decertificated by the General Instruction will be 
called to the Colours except after consultation 
and by agreement with responsible ofhcers of 
the Government Departments concerned. These 
officers will decide where substitutes are neces- 
sary, and tie substitutes will be offered to em- 
ployers so as to secure the least possible distugb- 
ance in the output of munitions. Apprentices 
of military age who comply with the provisions 
of the Trade Card Scheme, and who are classed 
on the register of their employecs aa  semi- 
skilled, should be specially indicated on all re- 
turns made by employers. The Ministry of 
Munitions desire to urge upon all men affected 
by the General Instruction of December 18th 
that it is their imperative duty to remain at 
their present posts in munition works, and to 
continue to exert every possible effort to main- 
tain and increase the output of munitions unless 
and until they are called upon for any other 
form of national service. y
